Lt was further alleged th at the at­ 
torney g en e rals opinion wow given in 
the face of a w ritten opinion from a 
S tan d ard Oil law yer 
th at the pro­ 
posed leasing plan was “absurd" and 
“Illegal;” th at Fall knew of the Stan­ 
dard Oil law yer’s opinion, but did 
not think it necessary to ask a for­ 
m al opinion from D augherty; 
that 
under instructions from Ojermor Secre­ 
ta ry Fall, the leasing of Teapot Dome 
w as kept secret, orders being issued 
to all in the Interior departm ent to 
give out no inform ation; 
th at Fall 
prom ised to see th at Sinclair “took 
care of” John Shaffer, ow ner of sev­ 
eral new spapers, who claim ed an in­ 
terest in the Pioneer Oil Com pany’s 
Hights to Teapot L om e;

Shaffer bats obtained $92,(HK) from Sin­ 
clair under an 
agreem ent growing 
out of his claim. 
A ssistant sec retary Finney of the 
Interior departm ent testified "That he

heard by Fall concerning dism issal of 
a suit against the Standard Oil of 
C alifornia, relating to the title of sec­ 
tion 36, rich tactio n of naval reserve 
No. L 
Finney said no one w as heard 
by Fall except O scar Sutro, Standard 
Oil attorney, and th at Fall thereupon 
dism issed the 
governm ent 
proceed­ 
ings am i pornH ied the Standard to 
lotaiin the section. 
Finuey said lie 
now disagrees w ith the ruling of Fall, 
but that he put forw ard no protest 
when the decision was made. 
Finney was unable to explain defi­ 
nitely why a formal opinion in w rit­ 
ing was not ob tainted from D augherty, 
John Holland, secretary to Senator 
W alsh, read to tile com m ittee a let­ 
ter from IL Footer Bain, director of 
th e bureau of mines, to form er Secre­ 
tary Fail in May, I92*. in which Bain 
suggested

Sinclair then agreed to set aside 4 20 
acres and give Shafter half the profits.

Connie** Introduced 
Quinine Into Spain 
Quinine is obtained from the pow­ 
dered bark of the cinchona tree. 
Early in the Seventeenth century the 
countess of Cinchon and her husband 
went to live at Lima, in Peru, the 
count having been appointed viceroy. 
In one of the provinces grew a tree 
the bark of which was said to cure 
fever. 
The governor of the province, 
hearing some years later that the 
countess had contracted the dread dis­ 
ease, sent her a parcel of the bark. 
It cured her and later, on returning 
to Spain, she took with her quantities 
of the drug. In spite of prejudice, Its 
use became popular. The trees from 
which it was obtained were gradually 
being used up and the drug became 
expensive. 
In I860 Sir Clement Markham or­ 
ganized an expedition to Peru to col­ 
lect plants of the cinchona with the 
idea of Introducing their culture into 
India, where. It was thought they 
would grow well and where the use of 
the drug would be beneficial In view 
of the climatic conditions being so con­ 
ducive to fever. 
Although the plants died on the way 
to India, the seeds survived and now 
there ure nourishing plantations in 
Blarina and Ceylon; while more re­ 
cently the tree has been cultivated 
with sucres- in Jamaica and Sbuth 
Africa.—London Tlt-Bits. 


Wall Street Coffee Center 
"Wall street” Is regarded the world 
over as a synonym of "high finance"; 
yet it has been quite as permanently 
associated In Its history with coffee. 
The low** part of tbo-street toward 
the East river, and the pelghborhood 
adjoining to the north and south, but 
principally to the south, Is still redo­ 
lently given over to the offices and 
warehouses of coffee merchants and 
brokers.
